HERMINaHAUS CASE WILL NOT 


OBSTRUCT EDISON COMPANY 


Much confusion exists in the minds 


of our citizens regarding the effect of 
;he decision of Judge Wooley in " the 
Mison-Herminghaus case on the future 
development of power and water in this 
section. This is not surprising, as the 
'anguage of the decision is somewhat- 
involved and 
many conditions and 


qualifications regarding the use of wa- 
;er are set forth. We have studied this 
case carefully and now report our find- 
ings. 


It is refreshing to no'te that the do- 


ision will not affect the Edison com- 
pany's generation of electric power. 
The injunction which was granted the 
Herminghaus heirs sets forth many 
complex rules for the use and storage 
of water on its way down to the Sav 
Joaquin valley where the Herminghaus 
•anch is located. Edison engineers have 
Llready figured out a schedule whereby 
;hey can comply with the decision in 
every particular and still get all the 
jower that it is possible to generate 
from these waters. 


So far as the Edison company and its 


operations are concerned, the Herming- 
haus decision is a relatively unimport- 
ant matter. However, it is important 
in this sense; that it may have its ef- 
fect on future decisions in other cases 
where the situation ?s regards riparian 
rights, 
reservoirs and seasonal flow 


might not be so favorable as in the Ed- 
ison case. 


It is for this possible effect on future 


water cases in California rather than 
its immediate effect on the Edison com- 
pany that Judge Wooley's decision in 
the Herminghaus matter is receiving 
state-wide attention. 


Eventually certain traditions in Cali- 


fornia's water law will have to give 
way to the policy of '' the greatest good 
to the greatest number." A referen- 
dum on the Herminghaus decision would 
probably show that 25 ranchers would 
vote for water storage during the flood 
feaeon against one who would vote for 
flooding lowlands as advocated by the 
Herminghaus heirs. The distribution of 
water in California is now, and will bo 
until jointly settled, one of the most 
vital problems, but in the meantime we 
are fortunate to have our power service, 
which is economically dependent upon 
witter, in the hands of a company that 
is making a reputation for far-sighted 
development and fair dealing with its 
consumers.—Editorial for "Visalia Del- 
ta/' Wednesday, March 10, 1925.

These 
physicians, living in towns other than 
Pomona, having no obligations to <;hose 
requesting the information, voluntarily 
went on record to a remarkable degree; 
130 stating positively that in their judg 
ment it was not injurious to health; 7 
stating they were doubtful, and 10 no 
replying.

Shortage 
of California supplies only means that 
Florida can establish itself more secure- 
y in the markets of the country and 
Become a stronger competitor than at 
sresent. 


The committee feels that the record 


>f progress and development in orchard 
heating methods evidences more than 
anything else the grower's desire to con- 
duct, his orchard heating operations 
with the least possible annoyance to the 
public, but at this time it is well to call 
attention of the growers to their obliga- 
tion to the public to urge the use of 
only the best equipment in orchard heat- 
ing and the most efficient and intellv 
gent manner, keeping heaters clean, 
properly regulated, and firing only when 
necessary. 


All citrus organizations should see 


that their grower members are inform- 
ed of all the latest developments in 
orchard heating; fully informed as to 
the best methods of firing and that all 
information from the government frv.it 
fros tservice be made easily available, 
so that no unnecessary firing will result. 
Growers and their organizations should 
condemn the practice of firing open 
cans, or pans, and the sentiment among 
al} growers having the interest of the 
industry at heart should be for the high- 
est standard of efficiency in orchard 
heating, to the end that an. yinconven- 


roblem to the public are few, and then j ionce t pthe public will be reduced to 
inly for a few days of the year.

Against this is-at stake the prosperity 


_.f the great citrus industry of Califor- 
nia, for it has come to be recognized by 
all •well-informed citrus growers that 
>rchard heating is essential if the citrus 
_ndustry is to continue on a profitable 
>asis. Some advocate insurance, but 
;his is economically unsound as it only 
)ays the grower his cost of production 
ind does not save the crop, or in a se- 
vere freeze, the tree. An industry, like 
an individual, justifies its existence _ by 
;he benefit it brings to the community, 
and the..general public is not so much 
interested in the return to the individ- 
ual producer as in what the industry 
pays out in wages and for supplies for 
the production and handling of the pro- 
duct. A loss of crop, even though the 
grower is reimbursed through insurance 
is a loss to the community as a whole. 


Government statistics for 1924 show 


a bearing acreage of oranges of 199,390 
acres, and lemons, '49,627 acres. This 
represents an invested capital-of $325, 
000,000, and the approximate cost o 
production of one crop is $50,000,000

rATHEB, OF MBS. NASH 


•BESS IN NEW HAMPSH1EF. 


Word has been received of the death 


of Dr. Geo. W. Peirce, father of Mrs. 
W. W. Nash of this city. Dr. Peirce 
died at his home in Winchester, New 
Hampshire, on Saturday, March 14th, 
at the advanced age of 91 years. Mrs. 
Nash wiis with him at the time of his 
death, having left for the east several 
weeks ago. 


The deceased was Winchester's fore- 


most citizen, a leading physician and 
surgeon for practically 'three-fourths of 
a century, and a power ii! local and 
state politics. eH was a resident of the 
city in wiiieli he died from t'he age of 
his birth. Death came easily and gen- 
tly, to end the unusually-long and use- 
ful career of this brilliant man. Physi- 
cally impaired during a comparatively 
brief time us the result of a fall, his 
abundant brain power retained its "alert 
keenness until the end was almost at 
hand. 


Dr. Walton Peirce was born in Win- 


chester April 24, 1833. His medical 
studies were pursued at the Berkshire 
modicul school in Pittsfield, Mass., from 
which he graduated in 1854 and imme- 
diately became, associated with his fa- 
ther in the practice of medicine. In 
1864 ho enlisted as assistant surgeon in 
the First New Hampshire cavalry, later 
being promoted to the rank of surgeon. 
In an engagement in the Shenendoah 
valley he received 5 sabre wounds and 
after being left on the field as dead by 
his comrades, he was captured by Con- 
federate soldiers and taken to Libby 
prison, where he remained until the 
next change of prisoners effected his 
release. 


Dr. Peirce was a consistent and 


staunch Republican and last November 
went to the polls and cast his vote for 
President 
Coolidge. 
He represented 


Winchester in the legislature in 1875 
and in 1891 was elected to the state sen- 
ate. During his term as senator he was 
chairman of the committee on railroads. 


Local offices which the deceased held 


included president of the board of trus- 
tees of the public library, selectman, 
moderator, member of the board of edu- 
cation, and the first judge of the police 
court in Winchester. He was past-com- 
mander of the Winchester G. A. R. post. 


In the early 60 's he married Maria C. 


Follette, who died twenty-three years 
ago. Four children survive, Mrs. W. W. 
Nash of Covina, Alexander F. Peirce, 
Phillip W. Peirce and Mrs.^ Edward 
Thompson of Winchester.

Innovations Mark the New Chandler Roadster 
?. 


Two distinct innovations, mark the | 


Chandler "Comrade" roadster, recent- 
ly introduced. Foremost is the arrange- 
ment of the rumble seat, an original and 
exclusive Chandler design. 
There are two movable seats in the 
deck. The rear section, -when raised, 
forms the back of the seat; the forward 
section is pivoted, and when turned ov- 
er and bacg brings the cushions into 
position. As the cushions are attached 


to the two sections of the deck, tBey 
are held high from the", floor of the car 
when the deck is closed, and thus there 
is always plenty of luggage space. 


Passengers may enter the rear com- 


partment without stepping on the cush- 
ions, as the double opening in the deck 
gives an abundance of room in the rear 
compartment. 


Another innovation is the rear tire 


carrier. It is, in effect, a spare wheel,
